MOVEMENT IS FAVORED 
FOR CHARTER CHANGES 


Addresses Made by Alex 
W. Smith, Sr., Edwin F. 
Johnson, Wilmer Moore, 
Mayor Woodward and by 


Others. 


URGE CHARTER REVISION. 
These resolutions were offered by 
Wilmer L. Moore and unanimously 
adopted at last night’s meeting of 
the members’ councilors of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce: 
“Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this meeting that the vresent char- 
ter of the city of Atlanta is in many 
respects out of date and inefficient, 
and ought to be revised. . 
“Resolved further, That the people 
of Atlanta ought to take steps to 
bring about such revision. 
“Resolved further, That we re- 
quest the Hon. Clark Howell, the 
Hon. James R. Gray and the Hon. 
James B. Nevin to act as a com- 


mittee to formulate plans in order 
that a movement may be initiated 
looking toward securing some char- 
ter revision.”’ 


Atlanta’s present city charter was 


“Meclared obsolete and inefficient by the 


councillors of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, at a dinner given for them 
in the assembly hall by the chamber 
Jjast night, at which several spirited 
speeches were made upon the ques- 
tion, “What Form of Government Is 
Best for Atlanta?’ 

Pdwin F. Johnson, chairman of the 
charter revision committee, declared in 
a spirited address that he, as well 
as every other member of council, re- 
peatedly had voted against what he 
really believed to be bf the best inter- 
ests of the city in order to thus gain 
support in council and enable him to 
“deliver the goods” to his constituents 
in his own, the sixth, ward. 

A Pernicious System. 

“IT refused to be a party to such a 
practice during the first year I was 
in the council,” he said; “and I got 
nothing for my ward. Then I got wise 
to the methods—the only methods by 
which I could procure any recognition 
whatever for my ward, and I did as 
the others did; that is, I frequently 
voted for the other fellow’s project, 
feeling in my heart and knowing that 
it was not a good thing for the people, 
but’ it is the only means by which I 
could get support for my measure, 
which my ward needed and which my 
constituents expected me to get. It is 
a pernicious system; but it is the only 
system by which a councilman under 
our present form of government can 
serve his people. And I want to see 
it changed.”’ 

Alex W. Smith, Sr., followed Mr. 
Johnson with the principal address, 
and the only set speech of the evening. 

Wilmer L. Moore, former president of 
the chamber, spoke briefly, following 
Mr. Smith; and he, in turn, was fol- 
lowed in a five-minute speech by Mar- 
tin F. Amorous, who is a Chattahoo- 
chee river improvement enthusiast. 

(Mr. Moore, as did all of the speakers, 
assailed Atlanta’s charter without 
mercy, and especially did he attack the 
provisions of the charter which call for 
the appointments of so many “boards” 
to administer the affairs of the city. 

‘Are the men who are appointed to 
membership on our various boards se- 
lected for their fitness?” ne asked dur- 
ing the course of his address. 

“No!” replied Mayor Wovdward, who 
was an interested listener, and who 
later took the floor himself for five 
minutes. 

Boards Are Rapped. 

“The personnel of our boeards,”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Moore, ‘“‘is a joke. There 
are men on our library board, for in- 
stance, who certainly never were put 
there on account of their ability in 
that capacity. The board of education 
is made up of good men, Yut there are 
members on it certainly who are not 
the best that could have been found 
for that work, and the same applies 
to every one of our boards. The men 
are put there for political reasons, pure 
and simple, that’s all.

For the fourth time since May 1 Jim 
Daulis, restaurant proprietor of 199 
Peters street, fell into the clutches of 
Sergeant Bob Waggoner's “whisky 
squadron” Wednesday afternoon, when 
he was charged with being the owner 
of 1,502 half pint bottles of whisky 
found in a vacant storeroom at 207% 
Peters street. ° 

Acting on information given them by 
Edna Mobley, the girl who was ar- 
rested at the Daulis house on the Har- 
well road several days 2go0, the offi- 
cers raided the vacant room at 207% 
Peters street shortly before 6 o’clock 
Wednesday evening, finding 1,502 half 
pints of liquor stored in the back of 
one of the rooms in “tow” sacks. 

Daulis was rearrested and is now 
being held at police headquarters in 
default of $500 bond in this case, while 
two others are being held against him.

WILL INVESTIGATE

Birmingham, Ala., May 17.—The de- 
sire of the old confederate soldiers to 
parade down Pennsylvania avenue and 
be reviewed by the president of the 
United States led them to choose Wash- 
ington, D. C., for the 1917 reunion city 
at the closing business session of their 
reunion here tonight. Tulsa, Okla., 
and Memphis, Tenn., received the next 
highest votes in the order named, 


Daulis was first arrested at his res- 
taurant, 199 Peters street, at which 
time several hundred gallons of “booze” 
was dug from beneath the floor. The 
second arrest was when the officers 
raided the house on Harwell road and 
secured 500 gallons of liquor ffom a de- 
serted well. 

In the raid on the Harwell road house 
the girl, Edna Mobley, was arrested and 
find $200 and thirty days, and held to 
the state courts under a $2C0 bond for 
keeping whisky on hand for illegal 
sale.

Three counts, each for vivlating gec- 
tion 1489 of the 1910 city code are still 
to be tried before Recorder Johnson 
before Daulis has finished explaining 
the abundance of liquor which he 
seemed to have acquired. 

The “whisky squadron,” composed of 
Sergeant Waggoner, with Detectives 
Shaw, Maddox, Hamby and Vickery, 
has so far filled two storerooms at

] Officers Elected. 

At the election of officers late in the 
afternoon, General George P. Harrison, 
commander of the Alabama division of 
the United Confederate Veterans, was 
elected commander-in-chief of the vet- 
erans, succeeding General 
Young, of Louisville, Ky., who refused 
to permit his name to be presented 
as a candidate for re-election. Other 
officers named were: 

Commander department of the army 
of Tennessee, General John P. Hick- 
man, of Tennessee, 

Commander Trans-Mississippi depart- 
ment, General K. M. Van Zandt, of 
Texas, re-elected. 

Commander department army of Vir- 
ginia, General John Thompson Brown, 
of Virginia. — 

The recommendations of the resolu- 
tions committee, with the exception of 
one favoring & reduction in the salary 
of the adjutant general from $1,800 
to $1,500 annually, and another favor- 
ing the consolidation of the veterans 
and Sons of Veterans’ organizations, 
were referred to the commanding gen- 
eral and the heads of the three de- 
partments. 

For Consolidation. 

The resolution favoring the consol- 
idation of the two organizations was 
adopted and a committee composed of 
the general officers and one represen- 
tative from each division wae appoint- 
ed to co-operate with a similar com- 
mittee from the sona, to report at the 
next reunion. 

The effort to reduce the adjutant 
general’s salary failed when it was 
learned that the constitution leaves 
that matter in the hands of the: execu- 
tive council and commander-in-chlief. 

The report of the committee on the 
| Jefferson Davis Home association, pre- 
fgented by John 8. Leathers, of Ken- 
tucky, showed there were no debts 
against the association and that it had 
a balance in bank of more than $6090. 

The election of General Harrison as 
commanding officer followed a touch- 
ing scene, when Mrs. Virginia Frazier 
Boyle, of Tennessee, poet laureate for 
the veterans, presented a handsome silk 
flag to General Young. The flag was 
borne through the war by a band of 
Morgan’s raiders, a noted confederate 
organization. A number of speakers 
insisted General Young should not be 
permitted to retire absolutely and the 
title of honorary president for life was 
conferred upon him by unAnimous vote 
of the convention. 

Herbert Urged Washington. 

Washington's claims for the honor 
of entertaining the “Boys in Gray” 
next year were presented by Colonel 
Hilary A. Herbert, secretary of the 
navy in the cabinet of the late Presi- 
dent Cleveland. In an eloquent speech 
Mr. Herbert pointed to the historic fea- 
tures surrounding such an invasion of 
the capital of the country with a mes- 
sage of peace, at a time when the in- 
ternational relations of the nation are 
strained to a high tension. The move- 
ment, he said, was started by Hancock 
corps of the grand army of the re- 
public, who desired that the old soldiers 
in gray be accorded the same privi- 
leges and pleasures in their national 
capital as had the soldiers in blue. 

General C. W. Hooker, of Alabama, 
General A. J. West, of Georgia, and Mrs. 
Cornelia Branch Stone, of Galveston, 
Texas, supported Washington’s claims 
in short speeches. 

General A. B. Booth, of Louisiana, 
insisted that the next reunion go to 
a southern city. He injected the'negro 
question into the discussion for the 
first time, declaring that the lack of 
segregation laws would force southern 
women, as ‘well as southern men to mix 
with negrves promiscuously in street 
cars and other public places. 

J. P. Norfleet, former commander-in- 
chief of the Sons of Veterans, and Mrs. 
J. T. Latham made enthusiastic speech- 
es in favor of Memphis, while the 
claims of Tulsa, the other contestant, 
were voiced by Tate Brady, of Tulsa, 
and William D. Matthews, of Oklahoma 
City.

Education Board Will Con- 
sider Proposition of Expo- 
sition Cotton Mills Before 
Locating New Building. 


The school committee of council, 
after some discussion yesterday after- 
noon. by members of the committee, the 
mayor and by R. J. Guinn, president 
of the board of education, and Dan 
Green, chairman of finance, building 
and grounds committee of the board, 
decided to instruct the city attorney, 
James L. Mayson, to hold up negotia- 
tions for the lot on Howell Mill road 
for which $7,500 was set aside at the 
last meeting of council. The lot was 
to be bought for the site of a new 
school house for the fifth ward sec- 
tion. 

Negotiations for the property will be 
held up until the Exposition mills prop- 
osition of the gift of a large tract of 
land to the city for school purposes 
can beinvestigated by the board of edu- 
cation and a formal agreement reach- 
ed by the directors of the company 
and the board. It is understood that 
the company wants the city to erect 
a building having certain requirements 
in the event they take the property. 
The board will act on the offer at its 
next meeting and it will then be re- 
ferred to the council members for their 
approval. 

Woodward Calls Meeting. 

The meeting was called by Mayor 
Woodward for the purpose of having 
the committee hold up negotiations un- 
der way for the purchase of a lot. 

The mayor came to this decision when 
he learned that the Exposition Cotton 
mills had offered to the city a lot free 
of any cost for which they paid about 
$15,000. This lot is situated on Ma- 
rietta street and Ashby street and be- 
tween the property of the Exposition 
Cotton mills and the car barns of the 
Marietta Northern railway. {[t fronts 
about 350 feet on Marietta street and 
about 250 on Ashby street, thus giving 
it two outlets. 

Councilman W. H. Johnson, who was 
instrumental in getting the money set 
aside for the purchase of the Howell 
Mill road lot and who is a representa- 
tive of the fifth ward, spoke against 
the purchase ‘being delayed. He was 
not a member of the school committee, 
but was allowed to give his views. 

“I have invegtigated this proposition 
thoroughly and feel that the lot which 
council agreed on at its last meeting 
is the best for the section,” he said. 

“It is very much better located for 
school purposes, being on @ high piece 
of ground and ideal in every way. I 
am opposed to having a school built 
next to the cotton mill property. There 
are strings tied to this offer. I had a 
conversation with Mr. Allen Johnson, 
president of the mills, no later than 
this morning, and he told me that the 
plan of the mills was to have a school 
built with an auditorium, six grades, a 
library and other equipment. I under- 
stand they also want a street cut 
through the property. Isn't that the 
proposition they have to offer, Mr. 
Guinn?” : 

Guinn Answers Johnson. 

“T am not prepared to state what 
they have to offer,” Mr. Guinn replied. 
‘TT have nothing but this letter from 
Mr. Johnson, stating that his company 
will be ready to make this offer and 
asking that it be referred to the board 
for their consideration and action and 
for the purpose of working out the de- 
tails of the plan. I feel that the cifer 
is made for the best interests of the 
community, and should at least be in- 
vestigated before it is rejected.” 

“TI, for one, am in favor of having 
something better and more definite be-. 
fore this committee ‘before we take any 
action,” said Alderman Armistead. “The 
board of education has always been 
too slow in their action. Money for 
the purchase of the lot was put in the 
January sheet, and they have had since 
that time to make their plans.’”’ 

‘“T called this meeting at the request 
and suggestion of the city attorney,” 
replied Mayor Woodward. “He said he 
thought it the best and quickest way 
to have the matter acted on, and for 
that reason I asked that the committee 
be called. I am simply making a re- 
quest that you hold up the negotiations 
for the $7,500 lot on Howell Mill road 
until this matter can be investigated. 
Personally I believe the lot and the 
offer a good one.”* 

Stop the Negotiations. 

Councilman Mincey moved that the 
request be made of the city attorney 
that he stop negotiations for the lot 
on the Howell Mill road until the offer 
of the free site by the Eposition Cot- 
ton mills had been investigated. 

His motion was seconded by Coun- 
cilman Carpenter and others and was 
carried, Alderman Armistead casting 
the only vote against it. 


Before it could be put to a vote the 
argumentative 


whole meeing became 
in its nature. At one time Council- 
man Mincey requested that Council- 
man Johnson, who was not a member 
of the committee, be ordered to cease 
his argument and that his motion be 
placed to a vote. 

Chairman Armistead proposed to do 
this, but Dr. Mincey withdrew his re- 
quest and Councilman Johnson was 
allowed to continue. 

At one period in the speech of 
Councilman Johnson he remarked that 
“Councilman Bell was like Jim Mad- 
dox and others of that crowd. They 
were against him in his efforts to get 
the lot on Howell Mill road because 
they did not want the school there.” 

Councilman Bell rose from his chair 
and retoited, “There is no need to get 
personal.” 

Councilman Mincey rapped for order 
and Councilman Johnson made some 
retort which was lost in the general 
conversation. The argument quieted 
down, but it promised a personal] en- 
counter.

Is Seized by the Raiders 


Company of State Troops 
From Opelika on Guard 
Over Booze—Citizens Or- 
dered to Their Homes. 


BRIDGES TO COLUMBUS 
GUARDED BY DEPUTIES 


Whisky Will Be Removed 
to Another City—Raids on 
Suspected Places Will Be 
Resumed Thursday. 


Columbus, Ga., May 17.—(Special.)— 
With three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars in whisky and beer to guard and 
an unruly citizenry to keep quiet, 
Girard, Ala., at 6:45 o’clock tonight was 
declared under martial law and all citi- 
zens ordered to their homes. 

Muscogee county Georgia officers are 
guarding the two bridges leading into 
Girard from Columbus, while the county 
police are with them and the strictest 
kind of a watch is being kept. 


Atiantan Leads Raid. 

The military took charge of the sit- 
uation after special deputies, under 
M. S. Baughn, of Atlanta, special law 
agent for the attorney general of Ala- 
bama, had raided twelve places and con- 
fiscated liquor held in violation of the 
Alabama prohibition law. Captain 
Dallas Smith, of compahy I, Second 
regiment, National Guard of Alabama, 
from Opelika, issued an order placing 
the military in control at 6:80 o’clock 
tonight. 

The Opelika company, numbering 
seventy men, arrived at Girard at 4 
o’clock this afternoon, and at once be- 
gan patrolling the streets. They were 
assisted by 105’ special deputies from 
Montgomery, Mobile, Birmingham, 
Girard and Phenix Clty, Ala., and Co- 
lumbus and Atlanta, Ga. 

Five freight cars were ordered to- 
night by Special Agent Baughn to car- 
ry the confiscated liquor to Montgom- 
ery tomorrow. 

Word from Birmingham tonight that 
Governor Henderson had declared that 
ithe confiscated liquor could not be re- 
moved from the houses in which it 
was found without a court order, met 
the response from Baughn that he in- 
tended moving it tomorrow morning 
unless prevented by an injunction or 
other court order. 

Raids Began at &. 

The raids, which began at 8 o’clock 
this morning, after a special train 
carrying twenty-two deputies arrived 
from Montgomery, were discontinued at 
6 o’clock tonight. They will be re- 
sumed at 8 o’clock tomorrow morning. 
They probably will continue for a week, 
according to Special Agent Baughn. 

Great crowds filled the streets of 
— a town of 5,000 people, this 
afternoon and tonight. Interference 
| with the raiders was such that shortly 
after 3 o’clock this afternoon the Ope- 
lika guardsmen were brought to Girard 
to assist in keeping order. Two com- 
panies at Montgomery were ordered 
held in readiness to proceed to Girard 
at a moment’s notice. One company 
at Union Springs and another at Troy 
also were ordered ready for service. 

Raid Made Suddenly. 

The first body of raiders, numbering 
twenty-two, left Montgomery at 2 
o’clock this morning. They arrived at 
Girard at 5:40 o’clock this morning, 
and remained ine seclusion until 8 
o’clock, when they suddenly descended 
upon suspected places. Under the Ala- 
bama law such raids may be made only 
between the hours of 8 a m. and 
6 p. m. 

The officers stopped in the front of 
D. L. Richards’ place and demanded 
the key. It was refused them, and 
with a skeleton key the front door 
was opened. Sledge hammers and 
crowbars were next brought into use 
and door after door was broken until 
over three carloads of whisky was 
found, valued at about $50,000. Men 
were left to guard the liquor and oth- 
ers proceeded elsewhere. 

In the meantime twenty more depu- 
ties from Opelika had arrived in au- 
tomobiles and then first one place 
and then another was raided. In one 
warehouse, with the doors sealed up 
with brick, whisky and beer to the 
amout of $150,000 was found, and in 
another place, formerly owned by 
Avery Brothers, a similar amount was 
found. Outhouses, ginneries, store- 
rooms over banks, drug stores, in fact 
almost every building in Girard was 
searched as far as the officers could 
go by 6 o’clock, when the law says they 
must stop. 

Booze Moved Away. 

All last night and for the past two 
days, despite the secrecy that was ex- 
ercised, the men had the tip of the 
raid and were moving it away as fast 
as possible. It is believed that the 
hiding place has been located and a raid 
is planned for tomorrow, the first 
thing after 8 oclock. No arrests are 
being made, only the liquor being 
taken in charge by the officers, while 
it is said that some arrests are to fol- 
low. 

Mayor W. E. Morgan, of Girard, this 
afternoon appointed a large number of 
special police and instructed them to 
protect the property of Girard citizens.

SMASHING BLOWS 
AT ITALIAN FRONT 


Vienna Claims the Capture 
of 141 Officers, 6,200 Pri- 
vates, Thirteen Cannon and 
Seventeen Machine Guns. 


FIRST LINE POSITIONS © 
TAKEN FROM ITALIANS 


Rome Admits Retirement at 
Some Points, But Claims 
That Generally the Aus- 
trian Attacks Were Put 
Down With Heavy Losses. 


London, May 17.—From the Tonale. 
pass region, in western Trentino, to 
(Monfalcone, a short distance from the 
head of the Gulf of Trieste, the Aus- 
trians are vigorously on the offensive 
against the Italians. 

In Tyrol to the south of Trent heavy 
infantry attacks to the east of the 
Adige river have forced the Italians 
again to abandon some of their ad- 
vanced positions and resulted in the 
capture by the Austrians of an aggre- 
gate of 141 officers and 6,200 men. In 
addition, thirteen guns and seventeen 
machine guns were captured. 

Vienna says that south of Rovereto 
the Austrians stormed Zegnatorta, but 
Rome asserts that the five attacks 
launched were put down with heavy 
casualties, the bodies of numerous dead 
Austrians floating away in the swift 
current of the Adige river. 

The repulse of another Austrian at- 
tack in the Sugana valley is also re- 
ported by Rome. Along the remainder 
of the front there were heavy artillery 
bombardments with here and there in- 
fantry attacks. Bombing operations bv 
aviators on both sides have taken nlace 
against opposing positions. 


ARTILLERY DUELS 
ON’ FRENCH FRONT. 


One the line in France and Belgium 
the fighting has consisted mainly of 
artillery duels, most severe to the 
northwest of Verdun. The entente al- 
lied airmen have been particularly 
active against German positions and 
in combats in the air with Germar 
fliers. In these:latter combats severa! 
German aircraft were brought down 
by British and French aviators. In 
one of the raids American aviators 
fighting with the French army under 
the title of the Franco-Amerifcan fly- 
ing corps, took part in their first foray 
as an individual unit, 

Fights of minor fmportance, with 
the advantage in favor of the Russians, 
have taken place on the northern end 
of the Russian front. 

In Asiatic Turkey, around Diarbekr, 
the Turks again assumed the offensive 
against the Russians, but again met 
with @ repulse. 

The French are showing activity 
along the Lake Doiran and other sec- 
tors of the Serbo-Greek frontier, hay- 
ing occupied Davetepe and pushed their 
forces eastward toward Monastir. The 
infantry of both sides along this front 
continue to make preparations for pos- 
sible encounters. 


AUSTRIANS GAIN 
AGAINST ITALIANS. 


Berlin, May 17.—(By Wireless.)—-The 
new offensive movement of the Aus- 
trians on the Italian front is continu- 
ing successfully and a number of other 
positions have been captured, an offi- 
cial statement from Vienna says. More 
than 6,000 men, thirteen cannon and 
seventeen machine guns have been 
taken. 

The statement follows: 

“Austro-Hungarian troops advanced 
on Armentara ridge. On Folgarino 
plateau they captured positions of the 
enemy at Sogliodaspio, Cosina, Costa- 
dagra and Maronia. Austro-Hungarian 
troops also entered the Terrignola sec- 
tor at Piazza and drove tne Italians 
from Moschere. During the night they 
stormed Zegnatorta, south of Rovereto. 

“The number of prisoners taken in 
this fighting has reached 141 officers 
and 6,200 men. We also captured 17 
machine guns and 18 cannon.”

$55,000 of School Bonds 
Issued by City of Newnan 
Bought by Atlanta Firm 


Newnan, Ga., May 17.—(Special.)— 
The city of Newnan, Ga., received seal- 
ed bids on May 15 for $55,000 school 
improvement 5 per cent bonds. These 
bonds are to be issued in denomina- 
tion of $1,000 each, payable $10,000 in 
the years 1921, 1926, 1931, 1936 and 
1941, and $5,000 payable in 1946; inter- 
est payable January and July each 
year. The bonds are to be dated July 
1, 1916, and interest is payable at New- 
nan, Ga., or New York. Eighteen bids 
were received, showing that investors 
took a lively interest in the bidding 
for these bonds, These bids came from 
the principal financial points in the 
United States, all of the large centers 
being represented in the bids. 

The bonds were awarded to the Rob- 
inson-Humphrey-Wardlaw company, of 
Atlanta, Ga., at a very handsome pre- 
mium. The bidding, however, was ex- 
tremely close, there being very little 
difference between two other bids and 
the successful one. Due to the excel- 
lent financial condition of the city, the 
price paid was a very good one. The 

roceeds derived from the sale of these 

onds will be used to erect a very 
handsome school building at the cor- 
ner of Jackson street and Temple ave- 
nue. The last issue of Newnan bonds, 
sold in 1911, was also bought by the 
Robinson-Humphrey-Wardlaw company 
of Atlanta.

By Terrific Force 
Of Boiler Explosion

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| Fifteen employees of the Georgia 
. Fibre corporation had a narrow escape 
|from death Wednesday morning short- 
‘ly after 9 o’clock, when a huge boiling 
kettle exploded under too high a pres- 
sure and completely wrecked the plant 
on Melton avenue at the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad. 

The lid of the kettle weighing over a 
ton was blown clear through the ceil- 
ing of the building, tearing away heavy 
steel beams and rafters in its flight 
and landing 200 feet away near the 
West Point railroad tracics. 

The building which is 200 by 60 feet 
|in length was almost a totai wreck. 
It was constructed of wood and sheet 
metal. 

Only the center of the structure com- 
pletely collapsed, leaving both ends, 
where the fifteen employees were at 
work, only slightly damaged.

When the city council appropriates 
$7,500 to buy a school lot, without even 
knowing that a $15,000 lot twice as big is 
offered it free of cost, there is something 
evidently wrong with a system which per- 
mits this sort of extravagance. 

That is exactly what council did in con- 
nection with the purchase of a lot for the 
Marietta street school. And it made this 
appropriation, according to report, not- 
withstanding the fact that notice was given 
the committee which reported the measure, 
of pending negotiations for the free lot, 
better situated and better adapted to school 
purposes than the one which it proposed to 
buy. 

Fortunately, council's proposed purchase 
was revealed to members of the board of 
education just in the nick of time; closure 
of the trade was prevented and the city is 
saved a reckless waste of money. 

Gift of this lot comes from the Exposi- 
tion Cotton Mills. For many months, now 
almost a year, the Atlanta Board of Educa- 
tion has been negotiating with President 
Allen F. Johnson of this company for an 
ideal lot that would serve the school pur-

Whether council was aware of this offer 
or not, it is difficult to conceive upon what 
theory it planned or even considered the 
purchase of any lot at all, without consult- 
ing the board of education. 

The purchase of school lots and the lo- 
cation of schools is a matter with which 
council should have absolutely nothing to 
do; but unfortunately it has held on to this 
little authority, to the detriment of public 
interests and, as this instance proves, at- 
tempts to throw the taxpayers’ money to the 
birds without even taking the board of edu- 
cation into its confidence. 

A copy of the resolution passed, 
mailed to the office of the board of cduca- 
tion, was the first notice that body had of 
what council proposed. It came not a 
moment too soon. A little more, the trade 
would have been closed, and Atlanta would 
have been out $7,500. : 

And so it goes! 

There is scarcely a week but brings to 
public notice some such striking instance 
as this of the utter and extravagant ineffi- 
ciency of Atlanta’s municipal government. 

In the midst of this accumulating evi- 
dence of utter inefficiency, council tables a 
resolution whose only purpose is to give 
the people of Atlanta an opportunity to say 
whether they wish municipal affairs more 
economically administered than they pos- 
sibly can be under the present city charter. 

How long are the people of Atlanta go- 
ing to stand for it? How long will they 
continue to tolerate this paltering with 
their business, with the tax money they 
pay supposedly for municipal service and 
improvements?

TIETHODIST UNION. 


The vote for Methodist union at the 
General Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church in session at Saratoga was 
unanimous. It was a most dramatic and 
picturesque incident; more than that, it was 
the making of new history for Methodism, 
in the larger light of brotherhood and uni- 
versal service. It was a great step toward 
that union in fact, as well as spirit, which 
has been so earnestly advocated by all who 


heart—by press and pulpit throughout the 


country, for years past. 
In a recent editorial The Constitution 


tl 


' stressed the need of perfect union through 


the bringing together of the various branches 
of the Methodist church under one head— 
the obliteration of all landmarks of division, 
old enough to have crumbled long ago. That 
editorial was warmly commended in com- 
munications from prominent Methodist min- 
isters. We published one from Rev. S. E. 
Wasson, of Rome, Ga., and another is pre- 
sented elsewhere this morning from Rev. 
W. E. West, pastor of the First Methodist 
church at Tallapoosa, Ga. 

In his communication Pastor West takes 
issue with Dr. Wasson on the now historical 
cause of division in the church, maintaining 
that it all harks back to the question of 
slavery, antedating the civil war. 

Dr. Wasson stated in his communication 
that “‘slavery’ was not the cause, but 
merely the occasion of bringing out diver- 
gent interpretations of a constitutional ques- 
tion fundamental to the Methodist episco- 
pacy.” 

Now, however, in the fuller light and 


liberty of this step toward the unification of. 


all the Methodist churches of America—in 
the broad significance of its meaning as 
expressed in the vote of the 880. delegates 
to the Saratoga conference, adopting the 
report of the special committee on unifica- 
tion, controversy as to the original causes 
of Methodist division is neither here nor 
there. The main thing ig not the rock upon 
which the ship was dashed, but that after a 
stormy voyage the ship sights shore! There 
is no reason to wrangle over rocks now, 
but rather is there cause for general rejoic- 
ing that the haven is near, the lights that 
were misleading have been removed, and 
a firmer foundation for the future is assured, 
upon which all may stand in the strength of 
perfect union. 

That is the goal to which the church has 
been tending ever since the lights signaled 
wrong. 

While the welcome action of the north- 
ern general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church does not as yet unite the 
two branches of the Methodist denomina- 
tion, “it continues the negotiations for re- 
union,” and the southern conference will no 
doubt take similar action. 

If the church cannot harmonize its differ- 
ences by getting together in the spirit of 
common good to all, what can be expected 
of that membership which looks to it for 
light and guidance? 


BUREAUCRATIC SLANCER. 

The federal government should at least 
undertake to curb its agents who are in 
the habit of flinging indiscriminate charges 
of unscrupulousness, whether against drug- 
gists or physicians, in connection with al- 
leged violations of narcotic and other laws, 
particularly when such charges have not 
been proven. 

When a government inspector or reve- 
nue agent talks out boldly 
against reputable citizens and business men 
of a community it lends the appearance of 
government indorsement to charges which 
may amount to slander or even criminal 
libel. 

A recent Atlanta incident in which a 
hot-headed, chip-toting government agent 
spouted out charges against a reputable 
Atlanta druggist, known to be untrue, offers 
splendid opportunity to the head of this 
particular department at least, in Washing- 
ton, to check up a little bit and call a halt 
on this sort of unnecessary and uncalled-for 
blowing. 

Since no one knows to what serious 
phases such wild charges as these may lead, 
and since no one has a right to make or 
bandy them about until they are proven, the 
government ought either effectively bridle 
the wagging tongues of its agents, or dis- 
place them with others who have some 
sense of diplomacy and tact. 

A recent instance is that of Dr. Joseph 
Jacobs, whose name and reputation and 
character as a good citizen are sufficiently 
well established in Atlanta to disprove in 
advance any charge of his violating the anti- 
narcotic or any other law. 

There is no man in Atlanta who has 
worked harder for the upbuilding of the 
city and the establishment of a clean and 
well-regulated business than has Dr. Jacobs, 
who is not even charged seriously with hav- 
ing violated any law, but whose name was 
unnecessarily and unjustly used by this 
rovernment agent in a wild talk about “un- 
scrupulous druggists.” 

Those who know Joe Jacobs and are 
familiar with his record as a public-spirited 
citizen, as a leader in civic enterprises and 
as a business man of highest integrity, will 
discount and dismiss as absurd charges and 
statements of this character. 

No person, let alone a government offi- 
cial, has the right thus ruthlessly to attack 
character and injure established reputation.

Chattahoochee Canal Suites) 
Creating Much Interest; 
“Feasible,”’ Says Engineer 


If the government employees were per- 
mitted to talk about the work under their 
direction it is more than likely that Engi- 
neer A. A. Simonton, chief of the Chattahoo- 
chee river survey parties, could arouse great 
enthusiasm for the project of making the 
river navigable from Atlanta to the gulf, by 
telling a few of the engineering discoveries 
he has made in the past few months, and 
what they figure out in horsepower and ul- 
timate good in dollars and cents to Atlanta 
and the entire section traversed by the Chat- 


tahoochee. 

Engineer Simonton is a Georgia boy, a 
native of Carroll county, so he is really 
doing something for “home folks” in blaz- 
ing the way through the tangled river bot- 
toms of the Chattahoochee at the head of 
a surveying party that is so large and so 
well equipped that it would appear that 
Uncle Sam himself realizes that if he once 
gets the Chattahoochee properly harnessed 
he will be presenting this section with a 
“river hoss” of inestimable value. 

But Engineer Simonton is as close-mouth- 
ed about his work as he is civil and genteel 
to an inquisitive newspaper man. Encoun- 
tered near the upper end of the project while 
doing some reconnoissance work and asked 
point-blank what he, as an engineer, thought 
of the enterprise as a whole and its effects 
on this section of the country in an indus- 
trial way, he replied that as a native of 
this section of Georgia he was very glad that 
the government was making an exhaustive 
scientific examination of the project: and 
hoped that Atlanta and the citizens of the 
Chattahoochee river valley had gained suf- 
ficient knowledge from a previous report 
made by the government to realize that it 
was one of the biggest possibilities ever of- 
fered to this section. 

If anybody can get any more information 
out of Engineer Simonton they are welcome 
to the opportunity to try it. But what is 
the use of harrying a very civil government 
employee for information he must keep se- 
cret until the government publishs its re- 
port? The report made by Major Earl L. 
Brown has been published by the government 
and is open to inspection by anyone. While 
it may not be as exhaustive and complete as 
that being made under the dyrrection of In- 
gineer Simonton, it is complete enough to 
show that the project is entirly feasible and 
practicable, and there is data enough to 
form a basis for the proper propaganda to 
arouse support for the great undertaking. 

Time to Organize. 

Many months must elapse before the pres- 
ent survey is completed, and this time should 
be employed to advantage in organizing ev- 
ery interest of Atlanta and the other cities 
and the counties along the Chattahoochee to 
the end that when the survey is complete 
capital will be at hand to immediately start 
the work. The Chattahoochee has been wast- 
ing its energy long enough; put it to work 
now so that the present generation may reap 
some of the advantages that will result. 

Th present survey was begun last fall at 
Bolton, just north of Atlanta, but the ap- 
propriation was small, and in‘a short time 
the money was expended and work was 
stopped about the first of November. Dur- 
ing the winter another appropriation was 
made and on February 1 Engineer Simonton 
was assigned to the work at the head of a 
force of thirty-five men. It is a veritable 
army, carrying nine large tents, and every 
detail of the work is finished as they pass 
along down the _ river. Six weeks were 
spent at Bolton, from which place the camp 
was moved to below Adamsville, where one 
month sufficed to finish that district. The 
force is now at Old Campbellton, and will be 
there until well into June, and accordirg 
to present progress they expect to reach 
Franklin some time late in the fall. 

The publication of the possibilities of this 
great project in Sunday’s Constitution, to- 
gether with drawings showing details of the 
work, according to the report made by Ma- 
jor Brown, has aroused considerable enthusi- 
favorable talk. Prominent 
had given the matter 
little thought are now asking the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce -committee on ‘the 
Chattahoochee river project for information 
regarding it, and indications now are that it 
will rapidly gain the support of the inter- 
ests mecessary to take up the actual work 
of construction as soon as the present gov- 
ernment survey is completed.

If properly assisted and subsidized, how- 
ever, it can be persuaded to grow in a city 
yard and to make a beautiful lawn. There 
is nothing finer to look upon than a velvet 
lawn of emerald green, fresh and dewy and 
smooth and cool. Like the man who fills 
his home with fine paintings and throws it 
open to the people, the man who persuades 
two blades of grass to move in on his prem- 
ises, go to housekeeping and raise an exten- 
sive and well manicured lawn for all the 
world to look at and enjoy, is a philanthro- 
pist. The Bible itself says so. But generally 
it is cheaper to buy the pictures. 

To prepare a good lawn, one should re- 
move all the common, low-grade earth from 
his property to a depth of two miles. The 
cavity should then he cleaned, fumigated, 
disinfected, and provided with drainage 
tubes. It should then be filled with cin- 
ders, sand, rich clay, compost, fertilizer and 
loam of the full black variety. A large 
field of blue-grass should then be rented 
and an experienced dermatologist should be 
hired to skin the field and graft the sod onto 
the newly-prepared ground. When this is 
done, the grass should be watered, mas- 
saged with a roller, barbered with a mower, 
manicured with a pair of clippers, and an 
experienced lawn surgeon should be retained 
by the year to remove from it water-grassg, 
plantain, dandelions, chick weed, rag weed, 
wild morning glories, thistles, burdock, milk- 
weed, dogs, bones, children, and other in- 
truders. 

This will naturally leave bald spots on 
the lawn. Fresh sod should be grafted on 
these spots and all the operations repeated.

But Senate Adopts Confer- 
ence Report on Army Bill. 


Hardwick Opposes Sale of | 


Fertilizer to Farmers. 


Washington, May 17.—The senate 
late today, after an all-day debate, 
agreed to the conference report on the 
army reorganization bill without a roll 
call. The house is expected to approve 
the report within a day or two, and the 
first of the big national defense meas- 


ures then will go to the president. 

The bill provides for a regular army 
of 211,000 officers and men at peace 
strength, and ‘approximately 260,000 at 
war strength, and for a federalized 
national guard of 457,000 officers and 
men at maximum strength. 

Diacussion of the conference report 
embraced a denunciation of Great Brit- 
ain for execution of the Irish revolu- 
tionisis; attacks upon the auministra- 
tion’s Mexican policy, renewed assaults 
upon the national guard as a political 
force and vigorous criticism of the pro- 
Vision for a government nitrate manu- 
facturing plant. 

Fall on Mexican Situation. 

Senator Fall asserted that General 
Pershing, with the 14,000 troops at his 
command, could march on to Mexico 
City, taking every town with little 
trouble if he were unhampered by or- 
ders from Washington, and that 90 per 
cent of the Mexican people wSuld wel- 
come such action. He also declared 
that representatives of General Car- 
ranza were negotiating with foreign 
governments against the United States, 
and this government would be forcea 
to fight foreign forces on Mexican soil 
if it did not soon do its full duty to 
the people of Mexico and the United 
States. 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, reméwing 
his attack on the national gua as a 
political force, declared that it would 
prove to be more detrimental to the 
United States than any invading army. 
He also asserted that when the army 
bill was before the senate there was a 
powerful lobby headed by a major gen- 
eral of a state militia, and that had 
the major general been “really inter- 
ested in the nation’s defense he would 
have been at home, putting the militia 
inaposition todefendthecountry.” He 
then read a recent report of the war 
department recommending withdrawal 
of federal recognition of certain Florida 
militia companies for inefficiency, loss 
of property, poor rating and lack of 
records. 

Senator Borah also arraigned Great 
Britain for the Irish executions, de- 
claring there had been no greater blow 
to free institutions since the European 
war began. 

Hardwick Fights Nitrate Plant. 

The nitrate plant project ,was at- 
tacked by Senator Hardwick and ae- 
fended by Senator Underwood and oth- 
ers. Senator Underwood said that the 
plant 
provide nitrate for munitions manu- 
facture in time of war, although in 
peace time only one-tenth of its output 
would be necessary for the government. 
Under the measure the residue of the 
output in peace time would be sold 
by the president for fertilizer. 

Senator Hardwick os gp et that the 
provision did not make it clear whether 
the government was to manufacture 
nitrates for commercial sale, as well as 
governmental use in making war muni- 
tions, but expressed the belief that it 
was substantially the proposition of 
Senator Smith, of South Carolina, de- 
signed to furnish fertilizer for farm- 
ers. Senator Smith replied that the 
changes made in the house to his pro- 
posal were immaterial. 

“Then I warn the senate that this 
is dangerous legislation,” said Senator 
Hardwick. “It is the most socialistic 
and paternal I have seen adopted in the 
fifteen years I have been in congress.” 

Senator Underwood asserted that in 
order to furnish an adequate supply of 
nitrate in time of wer, it had been 
necessary to provide a plant only one- 
tenth of whose product would be need- 
ed by the government in time of peace. 
The other nine-tenths, he said, would 
be sold by the government for fertili- 
zer.

Senator Lodge and Chairman Stone, 
of the foreign relations committee, also 
the army bill, the former 
blaming the house for not accepting 
a larger regular army proposed by the 
senate and the latter maintaining that 
the proposed army was too great.

The only use for an army is 
to attack an enemy or defend our own 
eoil. There isn’t a senator nor a mem- 
ber. of the house nor a man in any of 
the executive departments of the yvov- 
ernment who willsay we are in danger 
of assault on land by an invading armv 
of any ccuntry on earth.’ 

Senator Brandegee, author of the 
amendment for a regular standing army 
of 250,000 men at peace strength, which 
was rejected by the conference, de- 
clared that the English languaz2 wags 
inadequate to express his disgust at 
the conference action and said he hoped 
“the Good Lord who guards the drunk- 
ard and the fool will save the nation.” 

Secretary Baker said:‘tonigi:t that as 
soon as President Wilson signed the bill 
he would begin consulations with the 
general staff to put the measure into 
effect. He began studying the confer- 
ence report tonight, taking a copy with 


him on a trip to New York.

SIN JURY'S HANDS 


Two Boys Claim They Saw De- 
fendant on Night of 
Killing. 


Sylvania, Ga., May 17.—(Special.)— 
The jury in the case against J. B. Hiers, 
charged with the murder of Willie 
Randall, of Augusta, took the case at 8 
o'clock tonight. At 1! o’clock it was 


ascertained that on agreement had 
been reached, and the bailiffs were or- 
dered to provide sleeping quarters for 
the jurymen for the night, the judge 
and the court officers leaving the court- 
house. However, a large crowd of peo- 
ple who were at the courthouse were 
loath to leave, believing that the jury 
might send for the judge later. 

The defense today put up two school 
boys, who testified that they were with 
Dr. Hiers in a moving picture theater 
in "eet ome on the night of the killing. 
Th prosecution did not attempt to 
break down this testimony other than 
to contend that the little fellows were 
mistaken. 

Dr. Hiers’ statement was a long one, 
He declared 
that he did not commit the crime and 
attempted to show fallacy in the state’s 
contentions. : 

Randall, the murdered man, was an 
automobile driver of Augusta, and Dr. 
Hiers, who is a veterinary surgeon, is 
charged with having lured him into 
Scriven county and murdering him for 
his car. The body was thrown into an 
old well near Sylvania and discovered 
several days afterwards. 

Hiers was arrested in Miami, Fla., 
where his family had moved, and Ran- 
dall’s'car was found in his possession. 
The defendant claims to have bought 
the car from a man named Edward Wil- 
liams, in this county, but the latter 
has never been located.

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Pope’s Note or the Pres- 
ident’s Reply. 


Washington, May 17.—President Wii- 
son has replied to the message sent 
him recently by Pope Benedict in which 
the pope expressed the earnest hope 
that war between the United States and 
Germany -would not be precipitated by 
the submarine issue, and conveyed the 
impression that he hoped the United 
States might be of assistance ultimate- 
ly in restoring peace to hurope. 

The reply of the president was con- 
veyed through Monsignor Bonzano, the 
apostolic delegate. who dtlivered the 
pope’s message at the white house. 

White house officials refused today 
to discuss the pope’s message or the 
reply of the president, Dut in other 

uarters it was indicated definitely that 
the exchange of messages had only re- 
motely to do with the question of peace 
in Burope. 

The president is understood to have 
informed the pope that he was very 
eager to keep the United States out of 
the war and would do everything pos- 
sible consistent with maintaining the 

onor and rights of the United States. 
Neither message will be made public. 

At the white house today it was said 
that nothing was known of the mission 
to this country of Secretary Grew, of 
the American embassy at London, who 
is now on his way to the United States. 
It has been suggested that possibly he 
might be bringing a message from Em- 
peror William to President Wilson.
